nave been $467. The governments, donunion/pro>mcial 
and municipal, took $700,000,000 out of the people for ser¬ 
vices seen and.unseen, and for the support of all the offic¬ 
ials required to extract this huge sum. There is a popular 
impression that income taxes, succession duties and so 
on, operate more or less painlessly to make up the tax. But 
jf that $700,000,000, the contribution of consumers was 
$615,000,000. 

There are a great many self-supporting households in 
Janada, which must hold tljeir living expenses rouhd 
$1200. This carries them through the process of eating, 
rousing, clothing and the bare routine of paying debts. 
Needless to say it, does.,not allow for extensive holidaying 
or luxuries of any sort, nor relaxation from perpetual la¬ 
bor. It keeps them alive. Of that sum $.‘124 goes to keep¬ 
ing up the services and obligations of government—in 
support of the families of other men. Is man not a dumb 
and patient creature to submit to such a toll ? 

In the course of 50 years of wage earning, always anx¬ 
ious, always struggling, always e^nomizing on personal 
reeds, the average man contributed at least $20,000 to the 
governments that serve him, or tol>e more correct, the gov 
emments which he serves. Is it an^wonder that he is able 
to put hway so little for his own security? The govern¬ 
ments pursue their ruthless policy of extraction, and then 
nake a high virtue of meagre old age pensions.

But an attempt has beenwnade to add up the more ma 
-ei ial part of her labors in thirty years of housewifely du 
ties. In thirty working years she has served 32,871 meals 
in her home.. Multiply this by four or seven or whatevei 
Iter size of family may be, and you have approximately hei 
usefulness in the homely incidental business of eating. She 
made 7,960 pies, 5,930 cakes; has put up 3,625 jars o 
preserves; scrubbed 177,725 pieces of laundry and has put 
n about 36,640 hours sweeping, washing and scrubbing. It 
she lives in the country she has also baked about 30,000 
loaves of biead, raised hundreds of chickens, churned 
5,460 pounds of butter, grown 1,525 bushels of vegetables 
iendered 1,500 gallons of lard. If she attempts sewing (and 
who doesn’t) she will have Vade at least 3,190 garments, 
\t current market prices these routine duties of the aver¬ 
age mother over a period of thirty years are worth $115,- 
(85.50. But her bank account is a negligible matter as a 
rule, larely accumulated out of her earnings. 

This is quite a contribution to society, when multiplied 
by all the homes of the nation. It represents in a physical 
way, the strength given to the wage- earner to go out into 
the world. It represents the bringing to maturity of all the 
,-hildren of the country. On it is built to a great extent the 
health and fitness of the nation. 

Then there are the less tangible expenditures of moth¬ 
er’s life and energy—the hours of care and nursing in time 
of sickness, the instant sympathy in the problems of her 
family young and old; the cheering, encouraging spirit in 
times of discouragement; the-quiet moulding of disposi¬ 
tions and character; the eternal upselfish giving of thought 
md attention; the inescapable feeling of responsibility. 
This is the real substance of what is represented in the 
term “mother.” A good mother has been described as the 
“pilot light” of the home. And that essential spirit of 
motherhood has not disintegrated as have so many ster-

Premier Aberhart, ^ was announced this week, would 
.ake steps to curb the flow of outgoing money. His refer¬ 
ence was to the practice of sending money out of Canada, 
on the part of persons of foreign birth and nationality. The 
stimate was that in Canada there are at least 500,000 per¬ 
sons following this practice. 

If it is known how many people are sending their money 

how much mon-

to other countries, it must also be known 
sy earned in Canada, never gets into Canadian circulation. 
3ut it is difficult to see how Premier Aberhart can curb 
.he custom in any way. A Dominion money order does 
not come within the jurisdiction of this province. 

The matter has, however, been one in which Canada, and 
no doubt United States also, has been negligent. It is the 
custom of European countries to keep much -more rigid 
supervision over any money leaving their country. Canada 
has "been lax and large in this regard, going to an extreme 
in relieving the foreigner j>f any feeling of oppression. 

The fault which Premier Aberhart notes, has been an 
aggravation to all those who approve a preference given 
to Canadian labor. Young Canadians whose every dollar 
was being spent in their native country, were refused work 
and employment went instead to foreign labor, whose liv¬ 
ing expenditures were negligible and whose earning 
was whisked away immediately to foreign lands. In indus¬ 
trial centres this is believable, to the extent indicated by 
the 500,000 persons mentioned. 

It is said also, that foreigners working for years in this 
country, at good wages, were without capital, when the de¬ 
pression hit, because their money had been sent .over to 
the homeland. Then their next move was to go blithely on 
the generous relief system of Canada. And even out of 
their/sTnan^allowances in relief camps they were able to 
send'the -monthly pittance home.

Loans to West 

Total Dominion assistance hy loans 
to the four western provinces under 
relief acts now stands at $116,500,000 
for which the Dominion holds treas¬ 
ury bills bearing interest at 4>4 per' 
cent, to July 1, 1936, and 4 per cent 
thereafter. Manitoba, Alberta and 
British Columbia have paid interest 
in cash as it became due, but Sas¬ 
katchewan has paid the bulk of its in¬ 
terest with treasury bills.
